There  are  those  who  predict 
that  too  soon  the  population  of  the  world  will  be  divided  into  two  groups  -  one  third  will  be  well-educated, 
and  two-thirds  will  be  inadequately  educated  and  that  the  gap  between  the  two  will  widen.  This  will  cause 
tremendous  pressure  and  conflict  and  many  problems  for  the  world.  Those  who  are  well  educated  will  be 
the  problem-solvers.  Our  hope  is  that  we  have  given  our  students  some  of  the  skills  and  attitudes  necessary 
to  be  problem  solvers,  and  that  they  will  continue  to  put  themselves  in  position  to  be  the  problem  solvers 
of  tomorrow.
